A certain citizen of Atlanta, interested 
ir all public questions and interested also 
in the figures and statistics which might 
throw light on their ‘solution, has \taken 
the pains to investigate the recofds in 
the office of the clerks of the superior 
and city courts to see what they show 
in regard to the volume of law business 
in this county, : 

The result of hig investigation was yes- 
terday submitted to the Passing Throng 
man-under the caption, “Is the Occu- 
pption of the Lawyer About To Go?” He 
says the following: 

“IS THE OCCUPATION OF THE LAW- 
YER ABOUT TO GO?" 

“It would seem that such an occur- 
rence ig not impossible provided pros- 
perous times continue, A comparison 
of the litigation in the county of Fulton 
five years ago and now indicates this. 

“An examination of the records shows 
that for the year 1898, 2,038 suits were 
filed in the superior and city courts. 
While for the same length of time for 
the year 1903 only |,94! suits have been 
filed. If the busingss of the lawyer had 
increased correspondingly with the an- 
ward growth of the city, the number of 
sults would have greatly increased dur- 
ing the past five years, because during 
that period Atlanta has gone forward 
at a higher rate than ever before, but 
instead of being an increase there 1s ab- 
solutely a decrease. 

“Furthermore, while in the year 1898 
there were a greater number of suits 
brought by the Jawyers than for the year 
1903, there were for the year 1898 fewer 
lawyers to bring suits. The bar has in® 
creased in numbers rapidly since that 
year, 

“While there has been a decrease in 
the total] of the litigation, if the damage 
suits were left out of consideration there 
would be a very much greater decrease. 
The damage suits have absoluteiy in- 
creased nearly 100 per cent during the 
past five years. That !{s to say, for the 
year 1898, up to September, 279 damage 
Suits were filed in the city and superior 
courts, while for the same period for 
1903, 564 damage suits have been filed. 
For that period of time in 1898 there 
were 1,759 other than damage suits filed 
in the various courts, While for 1903 
up to September there were only 1,377 
suits other than damage suits filed which 
shows a striking decrease of 382 lawsuits, 
leaving damage suits out of cOnsidera- 
tion. 

“These figures show clearly that the 
damage suits are increasing as the law- 
yer increases, but suits other than dam- 
age suits are decreasing. 

Before preparing the foregoing  state- 
ment for the printer-the passing throng 
man submitted it to a prominent member 
of the bar and asked him for an Opinion 
concerning the lawyers’ opportunities to- 
day compared with those of five years 
ago. This lawyer said: 

“I have never lookéd up the number of 
cases filled in Fulton. county any one 
year, but If I had bdéen asked whether 
there were as Many. suits filed now..as 
four or five or six years ako I should | 
have sald no.

On Charge of Shanghaing 
Two Men Are Arrested in 
Savannah, 


Savannah, Ga., September 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Harry Olsen, a local shipping agent, 
white, and Jack Johnson, a negro, the 
keeper of a sailors’ lodging house, were 
errested here today for shanghaing. They 
were held in bonds of $200 each in eight 
cases, making a tota] of $!,600 for each 
defendant. 

Kight negroes were landed from the 
Russian bark Alice Dremer in Brist?l, 
England. They were put ashore by the 
captain without funds. He claimed each 
of them was in his debt $5, as he had 
given Olsen $25 for each. The negrves 
were thrown upon the charity of Bristci, 
and a row was kicked up. The American 
consul, Orin A. Lathrop, declared he was 
almost mobbed by those who thought the 
lax laws of the United States had per- 
mitted eight negroes to be unloaded upon 
the cOmmunity in such a style. He teé- 
ported to the State department, which 
took it up with the department of justice. 
Assistant District Attorney Akerman ar- 
rived from Macon this morning and insti- 
tuted proceedings. The affidavits of ihe 
negroes—James Gailliard, William Jones, 
Ben Manigult, John Porter, Jesse Hail, 
J. WBasterlin, Renty Washington and 
Moses Smallwood—were presented. They 
showed that they had been  beguiled 
upOn a tug here on July 9 with a promise 
of cleaning brasses aboard a steamship 
at $25 a month. They were taken to 
Sapelo, where they were forced upon the 
Russian bark. That or being pitched 
into the water was the alternative. All 
the negroes were landsmen and aboard 
ship they say life was made a hel for 
them. They were kicked and beaten with 
belaying pins and marlin spikes.

In the author’s Napoleon an account is 
given of the royalist reaction which fol- 
lowed Waterloo, It is there shown how 
the kings first used the people against 
the great emperor, and then reensnared, 
reenslaved the credulous' people. In 
Spain, Italy, and Germany the uprising 
against Napoleon had been made a pop- 
vlar movement by promises of constitu- 
tions and democratic institutions, The 
tyrant once down and securely cage’ at 
St. Helena, the people were fettered hand 
and foot, tongue and brain. The church, 
the state, the priest, the soldier, the 
dungeon, the rack, political and relig- 
icus persecution in their full ferocity, 
tell upon the masses and crushed every 


effort at reform. 


As Dr. Charles B. Spahr has shown 
in his “‘Present Distribution of Wealth,”’ 
it was during the long Napoleonic strug- 
gle that the little band of English aris- 
tocrats gathered up four-fifths of the 
real estate in Great Britain—a process 
which explains why the landlords were 
opposed to pr..--. 

The anti-democratic league of Euro- 
pean kings became known as the Hoiy 
Alliance. It became their sacred mis- 
sion on earth to put down every kind of 
popular mOvement and to reestablish the 
good old absolutism of church and state. 

Htrving crushed, brutally and bloodily, 
every effort of the people to resist them 
in the old world, their eyes turned to 
the new. ; 

The South Amertcan colonies of Spain 
had taken advantage of the opportuni- 
ties Napoleon gave them to throw off the 
Bourbon yoke. They had struck for in- 
dependence as we had done. 

The Hely Alliance determined to drive 
back these South American republics 
into the clutches of Spain. 

For commercial and political reasons, 
Great Britain did not favor this design 
cf the Holy Alliance, and proposed to us 
a joint resistance to {t. 

James Monroe was president, and the 
important issues involved prompted him 
to seek advice from abler men than him- 
self. He turned to Thomas Jefferson and 
James Madison, 

The year was 1823, the sage of Monti- 
ce'lo was 80 years old, and yet his letter 
tc James Monroe rings like a battle ax 
or the iron casque of a foe. The old- 
time fire was not quenched nor his zeal 


| abated. 


Listen to the grand old man: 

“The question presented by the letters 
you have sent me is the most momentous 
Which has been offered to my contem- 
plation since the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. That made us a nation; tnis 
sets Our compass and points the course 
which we are to steer througn tne ocean 
of time. Our first and fundamentai max- 
im should be never to entangle ourselves 
in the broils of Europe. Cur second, 
never to suffer Europe to intermeddie 
With cis-Atiantic affairs. 

“America, North and South, has inter- 
ests distinct from those of Europe. She 
Should therefore have a system of her 
own. 

“While Europe is laboring to become 
the domicile of despotism, our endeavor 
should surely be to make our hemisphere 
the domicile of freedom.’’ 

He proceeds to argue in favor of the 
English alliance for the purpose pro- 
posed. He.also states that the United 
States ought to acquire Cuba. But waiv- 
ing that for the time, he declares that 
a declaration should be issued to the ef- 
fect that We would “oppose with all our 
means, the forcible interposition of any 
other power, as auxiliary, stipendlary, 
or under any other form or pretext, and 
more especially their transfer to any 
other power by conquest, cession or 
acquisition in any other way.” 

The letter bears date Octobef 24, 1823. 
and is the first full and explicit setting 
forth of the Monroe doctrine. 

‘Afterwards, in Monroe’s cabinet meet- 
ing, John Quincy Adams, as the histu- 
rian McMaster ciaims, added the fur- 
ther clause: “That Jand upon this con- 
tinent was no longer subject to Eu- 
1cpean colonization.’’ 

There was nothing added, because Jef- 
ferson’s language covered every’ possible 
form of acquisition. 

He distinctly said that the United 
States should resist with all our means 
the acquisition of territory here in any 
shape or form whatever by a foreign 
power. 

Europe should not be allowed to get 
territory on this side ‘under any: form 
or pretext’’ or by cOnquest, cession or ac- 
quisition, “or in any other way.” If 
that language did not. cover’ every 
way in which territory could be acquired 
what words would have done so? 

When John Quincy Adams added the 
word “colonize” he simply supplied a 
specification which had already been cov- 
ered by the general declaration. 

Mr. Madison's letter on the same-sub- 
sect advises President Monroe to agree 
tu the proposed British alliance for the 
purpose of sustaining the South Amerti- 
can states in their independence, but it 
takes no such bold stand for the general 
principles that Europe must hands off 
the new world, aS does the letter of 
Mr. Jefferson. 

In the presidential message December. 
1823, President Monroe followed counsel 
of Mr. Jefferson and proclaimed what is 
now known as the Monroe doctrine. 

Under this celebrated new law in the 
international code, the South American 
republics were saved then, Mexico res- 
cued in the 60s and Venezuela saved from 
dismemberment in 1895.

Jefferson's financial views 
that it may be proper to state them brief- 
ly. He was a bimetallist, believing in 
the full, equal uSe of both gold and sil- 
ver. 

In 1806 he ordered the mint to cease 
coining the silver dollar. The silver in this 
coin being worth more than a dollar, 
measured by gold, exporters’ sent it 
abroad to get the profit—hence as fast 
us the silver dollars left the mints they 
became merchandise to be shipped away 
from the country. The law authorizing 
the coinage was neither repealed nor 
amended. The mint officers were simply 
directed to use the silver bullion in the 
coining of other kinds of silver money, 
to-wit: half dollars, quarter dollars, dimes 
and half dimes. 

These smaller silver coins, like the sil- 


ver dollar, continued to be full legal ten- | 


der. The mint continued to coin them, 
so that between the years 1792 and 
1853 the output was $77,000,000—not 
counting 3-cent silver pieces, 

In silver dollars only $18,000,000 were 
coined from 1792 to 1873. ‘Ten days be- 
fore closing the mint to the silver dollar 
Mr. Jefferson had approved an act of con- 
gress which gave the legal tender quality 
to all foreign gold and silver coins. The 
Spanish milled dollar was already a le- 
gal tender. |

Many of Mr. Jefferson’s declarations 
prior to 1825 can be quoted in favor of 
moderate encouragement of infant indus- 
tries until such infants could get sOme of 
the strength of life in them; but his 
latest deliverance upon that subject was 
in December, 1825, and was made in the 
light of the tariff system as it then stood. 
Realizing the trend of this legislation, it 
was Mr. Jefferson's final and deliberate 
opinion that it would be better to dis- 
solve the union than to Submit to a gov- 
ernment which recognized no limits fo its 
powers and no restraints of justice or 
shame in- building up certain classes and 
sections at the expense of others. 

Mr. Jefferson believed that economy 
was one of the greatest virtues of a re- 
public government and that a public debt 
was one of the greatest dangers to be 
feared. He considered a navy needful 
to our safety, but condemned the idea 
that we should have a navy as large as 
those of the leading European nations, 
Such a policy would ‘‘pull on our heads 
that load of military expenses which makes 
the European laborer g0 supperless to 
bed.”’ He never ceased to preach against 
standing armies, and to insist that a well 
organized militia was sufficient for every 
nationa] need. 

He believed that home manufacturers 
should be encouraged to the extent of 
our own consumption of everything of 
which we raise the raw material. 

He believed in the income tax, progres- 
sively increasing as the income jncreased. 
He believed that the earth belonged to 
the living, not to the dead, and that each 
generation should enjoy only the use of 
the land. He denied that one generation 
had the just right to bind succeeding 
generations. It was on this. principle 
that he opposed entailed estates and de- 
nounced perpetual national debts. 

_ Unfetter the law with the death of each 
life owner; and “let each generation pay 
its own debt as it gccs.’’ 

He opposed the appointment of women 
to office; and thought the whole world 
would be gainer if commerce enjoyed 
perfect freedom. He declared that we 
should not meddle with European af- 
fairs nor allow Europe to intermeddle 
with affairs on this side. 

" “‘World-mission’’ bombast apparently 
had not entered his poor, unprogressive 
head. 

The equal rights of man and the happi- 
ness of every individual he believed to be 
the only legitimate objects of govern- 
ment. So far from being monomaniac on 
the subject of gold or silyer as standards 
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of value, he declared that a fixed quantity 
of wheat would be in most countries the 
best permanent standard of value. 

“Foreign relations are the province of 
the federal government, domestic regu- 
lations and institutions belong in every 
state to itself.’’ 

“Honesty is the first chapter of the 
book of wisdom; to do what is right 1s 
the one true rule of conduct.” 

‘“‘Let all the world pray to heaven that 
at length there may be on earth peace 
and good will toward men.’’

A stateman who lived so long as Jef- 
ferson and wrote so much, expressing 
opinions on so many topics would have 
been more than human had he never 
said a foolish thing nor ever involved 
himself in a contradiction. The men who 
hunt with microscopes for fly specks on 
pictures without ever being able to see 
the picture, do a thriving business pick- 
ing out the flaws and specks in Jefferson. 

But after all is said it comes down to 
this: His dissimulation was that to the 
man of the world who Knows better than 
to tell the men he wants to u®e that 
he hates them even when he does hate 
them; his diplomacy was that of the 
traveler who reaches the summit along 
the line of the least resistance. post- 
poning to the very last the open breach 
which cannot be repaired; his inconsist- 


ency was that of the practical leader who, 


not being able to get what he knows to 
be best. accepts a compromise rather than 
get nothing. A theorist. he allowed the 
force of circumstances to constrain him 
to be silent when his convictions bade 
him speak, to be quiescent when they 
would have urged him to active opposi- 
tion. 

in theory he was an absolute § free 
trader, but he led no crusade against the 
federalist tariff. 

lle believed that the nation should sup- 
plement its gold and silver currency. by 
a national paper currency of its own— 
treasury notes bottomed on taxes; but 
while he was president he made no efforts 
to inaugurate his system. He stressed It 
strongly in letiers to his son in law, 
Eppes. who served long and prominently 
in congress, but his system was only par- 
tially practiced.

THE FAMILY OF DABNEY CARR. 


Prominent Georgians Who Are De- 
scendants from the Great 
Virginian. 

“In Hon. Thomas E. Watson's ‘Life and 
Times of Thomas _ Jefferson,’”’’ writes 
William B. Collins, in The McDuffie Prog- 
ress, ‘frequent mention is made of Dabney 
Carr, the young and brilliant Virginia 
revolutionary patriot, who married Miss 
Martha Jefferson, a sister of the emi- 
nent statesman, and whose early death 
cut short a life that presaged so much 
for his country’s good. As members of 
the Carr family were among the Virginia 
emigrants who came to this state after 
the revolution, a sketch of its history will 

be of interest.

He was also a United States 
commigsioner in settling boundary dis- 
putes, his heirs receiving from congress, 
four years after his death, 5,000 acres of 
land in Alabama for his service in that 
capacity. He was very wealthy, at one 
time owning 20,000 area of land in differ. 
ent sections of Georgia. His wife was 
Frances I:acon, a daughter of William 
Bacon, and -a great great granddaughter 
of General Nathaniel Bacon, the fumous 
leader of Bacon’s rebellion in Virginia.

State School Commissioner Merritt 
would be very gre&tly pleased, howevep | 
to see the fund used in aiding struggling’ 
rural communities. 

For many years the interest derived 
from the Peabody fund, amounting to 
$90,000 has been devoted to aiding edu- 
cational work in the mary cities in the 
southern states. The trustees of the 
fund, soon after the war, aided many 
cities in the southern states in establish- 
ing schoo] systems. Almost all the cities 
which years ago established local school 
systems, derived some benefit from this 
source. For some years the Peabody 
trustees have been aiding normal schools 
for white and colored teachers, and have 
been providing for summer institute work 
for colored teachers. They have provided 
a number of scholarships at the Peabody 
Normal school at Nashville. for white 
teachers, and Georgia has been allowed 
eighteen of these scholarships.

The donations given in recent years 
to ‘the state normal schools: have beer 
for’ the purpose of beginning the work 
of teacher ‘training fn the south. 

The Peabody trustees are inclined to 
think the need for state normal schools 
is so well realized by the people, and the 
scuthern states have made such progress 
toward establishing and maintaining 
these institutions, that the Peabody fund 
is now not necessary for the support 
and maintenance cf the state mormal 
echools, 

Hoke Smith and other trustees of the 
Peabody fund have favored the idea of 
hvilding a great teachers’ college some- 
where in the southern states, but an- 
other plan has also been considered by 
the trustees amd in advo@ated by nearly 
all the state superintendents of educa- 
tion in the southern states, and by a 

majcrity of the teachers and school of- 
ficials. 

This plan is to vse the fund for the en- 
couragement and establishment of prog- 
rssive schoo] werk in the rural districts 
ty giving just a little aid to struggling 
school districts. It is said that in this 
way a hundred dcllars may be made 
to raise a thousand. Progressive lines of 
work may be instituted, unity among pa- 
trons be secured, longer terms be’ mads 
pessible and a more efficient schoc!l sys- 
tem be organized in many districts if a 
little additional assistance can be se- 
cured at the beginning of a progressive 
movement, 

Georgia’s Share $10,000. 

Georgia’s share of the fund is about 
$10,000 a year. Mr. Merritt has asked 
the legislature fer $10,000 to be used by 
the state board of education to encour- 
age self help along progressive lines in 
communities, school] districts and coun- 
ties. Similar work to that done by the 
general education bcard in Hancock 
county may be dore in other counties 
ard in strugeling communities. 

A little aid judiciously given enables a 
community. to rally and concentrate its 
strength, and In a short while to stand 
alone, and having’ known the value of a 
good school, the people will not go back 
to their former state. 

Merny prominent educators believe that 
if the McMichael bill {s ratified by the 
people next year, and the communities 
are sllowed to levy local taxes for their 
eckcols, great tenefit will follow, and it 
is ccntended that in that event a little 
aid to struggling communities would be a 
great encouragement. 

In the event the Peabody trustees at 
their meeting in Uctober do not see fit 
to encourage such communities thcy will 
very likely withdraw their support from 
the normal schools and build a gréat 
teachers’ college in one of the southern 
states. .If this college is built, of course 
Georgia will make an effort to secure it, 
and Athens, Macon, Atlanta and other

FCORD SMASHED 
BY GEORGIA BOY 


Young Wilson Received 110 
Demerits in Two Months 
at West-Point. 


Washington, September 26.—(Special.) 
Emmett Chatham Wilson, of Savannah, 
Ga,. is a youth who will be handed down 
in military history as having broken. all 


previous records for rapid transit 
through the Uniteq States Military acad- 
emy at West Point. 

Young Wilson was appointed a cadet 
by Representative Rufus Lester, of the 
Savannah district. He entered West 
Point June 15, 1903, and terminated his 
connection with that institution, upon the 
recommendation of the academic board, 
August #8, following. 

In that brief period Cadet Wilson had 
charged against him !!0 demerits for 
misconduct. and Inefficiency. Such a 
record has never before been equaled 
in the existence of the military academy. 

It is rendered almost sensationa] by the 
statement of the academic authorities 
that fit is not customary to give demerits 
to a cadet during his first month at the 
academy and it is the practice to be 
reasonably lenient with him during the 
second month, 

It appears that nearly all the demerits 
given Master Wilson, more than enough 
to yecessitate his discharge from the 
academy, were piled up within a single 
month. 

If Representative Lester, who has been 
notified of young °Wilson’s failure, should 
reappoint him, he can only enter the 
academy again with the consent of the 
board which expelie? Mim. It is not usual 
fo disclose the Nature of effenses commit- 
ted by cadets fn guch cases, hence the 
record is made up with the simple state- 
ment, “‘Dropped for inefficiency.”

Savannah, Ga: September 26.—(Spe- 
clal.)—It is said that Colonel R: BE. Lester, 
congressman from this district, wil] re- 
appoint Emmett Chatham Wilkon to the 
academy. 

The youthfulness of the cadet is held 
responsible here for his dismissa,, With 
more experience it is believed he would 
not have got into trouble. 

Young Wilson is a son of Walter l. 
Wilson, of Baltimore, and a nephew of 
H. E. Wilson and Dr. F. ¢. Wilson, of 
Savannah, for each of whom he was 
named. 

Three years ago Walter L. Wilson and 
family removed from Savannah to Bal- 
timore. Mr. Wilson had been instructor 
in mathematics in the Savannah High 
schoo] for several years, having come 
here from Dahlonega, where he was a 
teacher and commandant of cadets in the 
North Georgia college. 

He was not satisfied with his career as 
a teacher and desired to become a phy- 
sician.

The 
American cars whieh he saw at the 
recent Gordon Benrett race in Ireland 
impressed him very favorably, and he is 
going to America to gee if he can ar- 
range a match with any of the motor 
men. If he carnot get a match on he’ 
will ecentent hiruself with attempts at 
record-breiking, and if his car succeeds 
in doing anything more sensational than 
it has already done in England, it may 
be seen at the St. Louis exposition. In 
any event, Mr. Hunter, who is a member 
of the Automobile Club, one of the most 
swagger establishments of its kind in 
Europe, expects to see America from 
end to end with the aid of his motor car, 
and if time will permit he may run 
across Canada.

Macon, Ga., September 26.—(Special.)— 
The illness of Mrs. Jeffefson Davis at 
Castle inn, in Buffalg, is being closely 
Watched by the people of Macon who 
followed President Davis during the dark 
days of the sixties and by the descendants 
of those who were here when the pres- 
ident of the confederacy, his wife and 
his daughter, Miss Winnie, were brought 
to this city on the day of his capture 
by federal troops some 20 miles away. 

There are yet here in Macon a num. 
_ ber of persons who recall vividly the 
coming of President Davis that April af- 
ternoon as the shadows of night were 
creering oyer the town. 

Surrounded by an escort of blue-clac 
cavairymen, the ambulance in which the 
president. his wife and daughter, rode 
rumbled up along Mulberry street to the 
Hotel Lanier, where Mr. Davis and his 
family wére guarded until the president 
Was taken north under heavy guard. 

It was while here many events of 
interest in Mr. Davis’ lNfe which have 
never been given to history transpired, 
and here’ still live some of those who 
had a prominent part in this brief para- 
graph in the life of the president. Now 
that Mrs. Davis is ill. probably fatally so. 
these old-time stories are being revived. 
and every time they are repeated interest 
in them grows. 

“I remember Mr. Davis’ arrival,” sajd 
Colonel William A. Huff, “distinctly, In 
fact. I shall never forget it. It was 
late in the afternoon, about 5 o'clock, 
and spring was just comingin. The vodvy 
of troops cegame up the street. the ambu- 
lance in the very center, at a rambling. 
rapid speed. and as it stopped in front of 
the hotel there was a sreat throng of 
ladies and gentlemen there. Even the 
regro. who was tasting his first sweeis of 
fredom. was on hand. and when the whites 
uncovered as Mr. Davis left the ambu- 
lance the negroes did the same.”’ 

Daring Rescue Planned. 


There were many plans for a rescue @is- 
cussed by the faithful and so devoted 
were the people here to the fallen hero 
that’any risk would have been taken to 
have effected his release had Mr. Davis 
consented. But always considerate of 
others He declined to allow them to take 
the risk and with what result the writ- 
ten history of that Virginia prison where 
Miles disgraced the name of a soldier 
by fettering the helpless invalid shows 
plainly. 

“One plan of escape appeals to my 
meory yet,”’ continued the Maconian, 
whose whitened hair and bent form 
marks his age. “It was put in motion 
by, Major Warren but was nipped in the 
bud by Mr. Davis the instant it was 
brought to his attention. Major Warren 
and a halfdozen young, fearless south- 
erners agreed to rendezvous at a point 
to bes agreed upon, all well mounted 
and provided with an extra horse. Ma- 
jor Warren, who on account of his con- 
nection with the hotel had access to 
the rooms ocupied by Mr. Davis, was 
to direct the escape from the house, 
pilot the president to the point where 
the escort would be in waiting and from 
that a running, fighting dash would have 
Been made. 

Major Warren provided himself with a 
rope which woud have reached from the 
windo of the room in which Mr. Davis 
was ponfined to the ground. This he 
wrapt ground his tody under his clothing 
and carrying it into the presence of Mr. 
Davis in that way laid the plan before 
him in. detail. The president listened 
patiently and showed the deep é¢motion 
so characteristic of him. It was with the 
mightiest effort he kept from breaking 


down completely. But rising above the | 


dangers and uncertainty of his situation 
Mr. Davis refused the offer saying it 
meant ceftain death for every one of 
the. loyal, devoted men who were willing 
to stake their all upon the success of the 
escape, 

“The young men were terribly put out 
when Major Warren informed them of 
Mr. Davis’ refusal and for a few brief 
minutes they were foolhardy enough to 
debate a dash upon the rooms with a view 
of kidnaping Mr. Davis. Of course that

Thou Shalt Not Steal. 

By this time it may be-taken as a 
foregone conclusion that political his- 
tory is to repeat itself by another 
“turn-the-rascals-out” — campaign in

The Reform That Failed. 

New things in political economy 
come out of the west, and the initia- 
tive and referendum in municipal gov- 
ernment is on the way. The progres- 
sive city of Denver narrowly missed 
adopting a new charter with this rad- 
ical central provision the other day. 

Denver, like every other American 
city of genuinely urban proportions, 
Had come to regard the franchise and 
other kindred questions which inevi- 
tably involve boodleism, as a vcritable 
civic plague, and a righteously indig- 
nant reform wave swept over the 
Rocky mountain metropolis, threaten- 
ing to submerge in the bitter flood of 
defeat corporate cinchers and their 
city hall grafters. The proposition 


presented to the voters was the ac- 


ceptance or, rejection of a charter 
drafted by ‘a “civic committee” with 
the avowed design of cleansing the 
Augean stables of the municipality 
and forestalling future aldermanic 
scandals. 

One of the basal provisions of the 
new charter was that a franchise for 


a public utility could only be granted: 


by the voters direct, for compensation 
supposed. to really cover the value of 
the same to the holders thercof, and 
for a maximum period of twenty years. 
Rigid regulation of charges -by the 
city was reserved, likewise the privi- 
lege, on its option, of purchasing pub- 
lig utility plants. No vested, rights 
could acerue under such franchise, 
whieh was subject to amendment or 
repeal at the will of the citizenry. 
Municipal legfslation of all but the 
most routine character was to come 
before council at the initiative of the 
body politic, after the Swiss method, 
and it was the province of council to 
pass it unaménded, or, if amended, i.e 
amendment had to run the gauntlet of 
the next election. There were- ‘other 
radical “home rule” provisiond.

Our new army general staff is get- 
ting itself all balled up at the outset 
over the smal] matter of the form in 
which orders shall be issued. It is 
claimed that Lieutenant General 
Young, as chief of staff, is not au- 
cote to issue any orders as such, 
opm only “py direction of the seqpetary 
," appending his signature as 
oo ae of staff’’ and having each order 
certified as “official” by the adjutant 
general. Other military experts ap- 
prove the method as of vogue—and 
there you are up against the conun- 
drum—which is right? 
Since under the genera] staff sys- 
tem we no longer have a general of 
any grade “commanding” the army, it, 
of course, becomes important that a 
clear definition of the status of the 
general who occupieg the post of chief 


}of staff should be Mad, together with 


an explicit delineation of the scope 
of his duties. .Mf necessary congress 
should amend the general staff bill in 
those particulars promptly and so re 
move the chance for controversies and 
jealousies in that complex piece of 
army machinery that we have import- 
ed from militaristic countries. 

And while congress ig doing that 
we can see no good reason why army. 
orders should not be required to issue 
“by direction of the president, com- 
mander in chief,” signed by the “chief 
of staff” and certified by the “adjutant 
general.’ That would have the advan- 
tage of conforming with the constitu- 
tional duties-of the president (Consti- 
tution, art. 2, sec, 2, par. 1) and be 
an entirely. American way of doing 
this sort of business. It is close akin 
to the German practice also, and that 
would please all our militarists who 
are so. inordinately stuck on the impe- 
rial way of handling an army. <At any 
rate we make the suggstion and think 
it worthy of congressional considera- 
tioh as the simplest way to adjust 
the present choque in the general 
staff. 


The Right of Revolt. 

The core of the near Eastern ques- 
tion has been reduced to the question 
whether a dependency of the Turkish 
empire, or any other European dynas- 
ty, for that matter, shall exercise the 
right to revolt. -Thig presents a vital 
question to the powers of the conti- 
nent and explains the: hesitancy of any 
of them to interfere between the sul- 
ian and the insurgnt Macedonians. 

Europe had this delicate question pde- 
fore its representatives at the famous 
congress at Berlin in 1878 and believed 
it had so adjusted matters by the 
treaty of that year as to leave no room 
for its recurrence. But the Macedo 
nians say that the Turk has not livea 
up to the engagements of that treaty 
and, instead of giving to them the lib- 
erties they were promised and the re- 
forms the powers laid upon hii, has 
kept up for twenty-five years a series 
of oppressions that are no longer bear- 
able. For that cause they have re- 
volted and are determimed, in the lan- 
guage of Patrick Henry, to have “lib- 
erty or deatn!”’ 

If the European powers recognize the 
right of the Macedonians to do what 
the: American colonists did in 1776, 
and to succeed as they did, no man 
can tel] how soon a dozen of the sub- 
jected peoples of Russia, Germany, 
Italy ano other powers will be aflame 
with revolutions and the peace of 
Europe lost beyond recovery. 

But if they do not step in and hold 
the Turk to a strict performance of his 
obligations and guarantee to Mace 
donia the reforms and provincial au- 
tonomy once decreed to her and never 
realized, then will be presented to the 
conscience of the civilized world a 
question of tremendous moment. The 
wiping out of Macedonia by wholesale 
massacres, a feat for which the Turk 
is eagerly capable, will demand action 
by the Christian powers outside the 
Turkish entanglements, or else a su- 
pine surrender of all nations to the 
doctrine that no right of revolt can in- 
here in any people and the assertion 
of it is just cause for their bloody an- 
nihilation. 

The United States has no direct or 
political part in the long-fought-over 
status of the sublime porte toward the 
European equilibrium. It is all the 
better that we have not, because it di- 
vests our oxpressions regarding this 
Macedonian question, and others like 
it, of any selfish motive. The noté of 
Secretary Hay on the Roumanian af- 
fair has broken the ice ahead of us 


‘thet would bar our protests against 


European offenses against all the ten- 
ets of Christian and humane civiliza- 
tion. Therefore we can spéak without 
partiality, if not without offense, and 
let history tell to the future how this 
people protested against the barharic 
and infamous crimes of the Blue-Beard 
of the centuries.

The postoffice department has issued an 
inviting bids for carrving 
the mail on all star routes in the second 
1, !904, to 
June 30, 1908, this contract section com- 
Prises the states south of Virginia and 
the Ohio river and east cf the Mississippi 
river. 

The bidding is limited to persons liv- 
ing within the delivery district of offices 
supplied from ~-outes on which proposajs 
are made who will agree in the event of 


‘being awarded a contract to live on or 


near the route and give the service their 
personal supervision. This, in effect, 
shuts out professional contractors who 
have heretofore made bids on a large 
number of routes and when awarded con- 
tracts sublet them at a lower rate per 
@nnum ‘than was received by them, fre- 
quently resulting in very poor service 
and many complaints from the public. 

Under the contracts which will be 
awaried taking effect July |, 1904, the 
free collecticn and delivery of mail will 
be mgdg on almost all star routes. 

Box Delivery Coming. 

Star route box delivery of mail was 
first established on star routes in the state 
of South Carolina in 1899, where its 
feasibility was tested, since which time 
it Ras been extended to practically all 
routes in the United Statcs, excepting the 
southeastern contract sectioin now being 
advertised. In this section there are 
5.500 routes with 63,000 miles of ser- 
vice which, when added to the territory 
in which the box delivery feature has 
been introduced, will make 21,000 routes 
with over 250,000 miles of free star route 
box delivery of mail. 

In the Southeastern territory star route 
bex cOMection as well as delivery will be 
included. This will give a service almost 
the equal of regular rural delivery serv- 
ice, the only feature omitted being reg- 
istering letters and selling money orders 
by earricrs 90 routes 

Star route box delivery and colfection 
of mail is a decided improvement of the 
old system. It will afford delivery and 
collection of mail in sparsely settled re- 
gicns where rural free delivery cannot be 
established, thus giving mail facilities al- 
most equal to those enjoyed in more 
densely populated rural communities. 

The elimination of the professional con- 
tractor and the establishiwent of free box 
collection and delivery of mail on star 
Toutes has been introduced through the 
wise administration of Hon, W. S. Shal- 
lenberger, second assistant postmaster 
general, who is making an enviable record 
as a progressive and able official. 

All postmastefs in he southeastern 
states have pamphlet advertisements of 
all routes in each state, with instructions 
to bidders. It is their duty to give the 
public full information as to the new 


y contracts and the facilities which will be 


afferded through them. 

Any p2rsecn desiring to make a bid on 
a star route should call on his postmaster 
for a blank proposal and instructions as 
to executirg bid. 

All pids m.ust’ be in the hands of the 
department on or before December I, 
1¢03.

HIGH TRIBUNAL | 
TO MEET SOON 


United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals Convenes in At- 
lanta on October 5. 


The United States circuit court of ap- 
peals for the fifth circuit, of which At- 
lanta and New Orleans are-the meeting 
places, will be convened in Atlanta one 
week from Monday for the second time 
since the passage of the Bacon act pro- 
viding that the tribunal shall sit in At- 
lanta once a year. 

There are a large number of cases On 
the calendar and the session promises to 
be a busy one. The court consists of three 
justices and is the next highest tribunal 
to the United States supreme court. The 
three judges are as follows: Presiding 
justice, Don A. Pardee; Justice A P. 
McCormick, of Dallas, Tex., and Justice 
David D. Shelby, of Huntsville, Ala. The 
jurisdiction of the court extends Over the 
following six states: Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, - Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Texas. 

Of the cases to be considered by the 
court, two of the most important are the 
case of the Coco-Cola company against 
Colle¢tor of Internal Revenue H. A. 
Rucker, and the case of the Southern 
Bank of the State of Georgia, of Savan- 
nah, against Collector Rucker. Both of 
these suits are an effort to recover money 
paid the government as revenue tax. 

The amount involved in the Coco-Cola 


: 


company suit, including both principal 
and interest, is about $34,000. The gov- 
ernment levied and collected tax on Coco- 
Cola, claiming it to be a medicine, while 
the company contends that it is merely 
a soda fountain beverage. The tax wags 
paid under protest and this was followed 
by the institution of litigation by the 
company against Collector Rucker. 

The present suit was tried last Fel» 
ruary before Judge W. T. Newman and 8 
verdict rendered in favor of the Coco-Co- 
la company. The government then ap- 
pealed the case to the eircuit court of ap- 
peals. Another suit was also brought by 


the Coco-Cola company for the recovery:

The Coco-Cola company is represented 
by Attorgeys Arnold & Arnold.

The suit of the Savannah bank involves 
the question as to whether due bills are 
taxable by the government.

000. The bank did this under protest a}y- 
afterwards brought suit against Y amouith;

PRESSURE TO SELL COTTON

Messrs. Hubbard Bros. & Co., in their 
letter of yesterday reviewing the cotton 
market say:

New York, September 26.—Today's 
stock market was kept unsettled and 
feverish by signs of renewed liquidation 
at some points of the urgent and precip- 
itate character which threatened the sit- 
uation on Thursday and which was 
checked by yesterday's protective 
ures taken by the great banking interests.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, September 26.—The New 
York Financier this week says: 

“Qne notable feature of the official 
statement of the New York associated 
banks last week: was the reduction of 
$5,008,100 in loans, making the decrease 
in this fortnight $9,535,000. This was 
largely the result of liquidations conse- 
quent upon the decline in the stock mar- 
ket, although noted in the previous week 
the reduction in loaps then was the 
cause of operations incident to the mer- 
ger of the National Bank of Commerce 
and the Western National Bank of the 
United States. The cash reserve last week 
cecreased $638,600 net, which amount Is 
considerably in excess of that estimated 
on the basis of traceable movements 
of money, this estimate indicating a gain 
of $111,600. The loss of cash was chiefly 
caused by the drain of money to the 
south through treasury transfers to New 
Orleans and direct movements to the 
cotton ports, these transfers amounting 
for the week to $2,000,000. The receipts 
by the banks from nearby points, caused 
principally by the return. of funds which 
had been withdrawn for the labor day 
holiday use, nearly offset the shipments 
to other parts of the country, and it is 
noteworthy that the movement of the 
grain sections was quite small, reflecting 
the tardy distribution of these crops. 
The deposits decreased $8,137,100, which 
sum is greater by $2,490,400 than that 
ealled for by the reduction in loans and 
the loss of cash, -Therefore, the state- 
ment is technically out of proof. The 
required reserve was reduced $2,034,275 
through the decrease in deposits, and de- 
ducting therefrom the net loss of cash, 
leaves $1,395,475 as the increase in sur- 
plus reserve, which now is $14,569,300. 
Calculated upon the basis of deposits,

public and. private ptit ‘together. Today 
there are over five’-hundred. This in- 
crease haw been brought about, to a con- 
Siderable extent, through the efforts of 
those connected with the New - York 
Kindergarten. Association, established in 
1889, partly with the object of mducing 
the authorities to introduce kindergartens 
into the public schoo] system of the me- 
tropo ls. 

“Whatever may te the theoretic view 
af the kindergarten entertained by this 
Or that educarer or critic of emucational 
methods, +t f gendalty found that those 
best acquainted: with the practical work- 
ings of the system are the ones most 
convinced of its immense utliity. Evi- 
dence was. #rdught befors the convention 
not only that it ‘was a @60d thing for the 
children of ‘the masses,’ but. for 
children of families of all grades of cul- 
ture and Wealth: An important feature 
of its work is the instruction and help 
given to mothers,..ignorance of childhood 
and of child nurture and of the psycho- 
logical and moral management of chil- 
dren being by no.means confined to the 
dwellers in the crowded tenements. 

* ‘Naturally, the most appreciable . social 
uplift and the most picturesque results of 
the kindergarten are visible in the houses 
ahd districts where there is the greatest 
poverty with the ‘greatest congestion of 
population.

Papers prepared by specialists are sent 
to the different associations and these 
are kept sealed until the hour for the 
examination. The men who take tha 
algebra examination, for instance, wheth- 
er in Portland, Me., or Portland, C@e- 
gon, must take the examination on the 
tame night. “hese papers are corrected 
by the local teacher, who acts as local 
examiner, and all papers marked as high 
as 75 per cent are sent to New York, 
there to be examined by the one who set 
the examinations. This grading ts final, 
and if the marking by the loca] examiner 
is all right, international certificates are 
sent the students who are thus succeas- 
ful. To show the value of these certifi- 
cates it may be stated that over one 
hundred universities and colleges in this 
country and Canada, including most of 
the state universities, accept these cer- 
tiflcates the same as from high or pre- 
paratory schools. This places all the 
association educational work on a 
sound, practical basis, and enables men 
who have not had the advantage of an 
education to prepare for college by study- 
ing at the night erchools. The Bible 
study work is handled in the same Way. 
and men taking any of the international 
Bible study courses are rewarded with 
certificates. Keach year the Atlanta as- 
S0ciation makes a bétter record in get- 
ting these certificates than the preced- 
ing one. In 1900, 7 were secured; in 

1901, 16; in 1902, 22, anda last spring, 25. 

One of the most interesting and help- 
ful features of the wurk ie the demand 
upon the association far men who have 
been trained in its might school. Many 
illustrations showtag the Value of this 
work might be given. 

In a school like the association night 
School all sizes, ages, occ upations and 
denominations are to be found: Last 
year the ages ranged. from 1! to 39 
years. The denominational preferences 
included Jew and gentile, Catholic and 
Protestant. By occupation they repre- 
sented all professions and various lines 
of industry. 

The class rooms are in fine shape this 
year, and this is very important. New 
desks were added last year, and these 
with the fine electric jights, more of which 
ate to be added, and large, well lighted 
and well ventilated rooms, will make the 
equipment very complete.

No department -6f association work 
draws as many men to the building as 
does the physical department. This is but 
natural, for the normal man in exéfcise 
and bathing, for health and enjoyment.

That this is a good ‘investment of time, 
both for the member and for the physical 
director also, is attested by the fact thit 
94 per cent of the men examined carry 
out the instructions at the gymnasium 
and in the home. 

This werk is considered so impoftant 
by the directors of the association that 
John W. Seidell has been appointed as 
assistant physical director, so. that Dr. 
Burton may have more time for exumin- 
ing men. 

While this examination individualizes 
the work and acqtiaints each man with 
hig special needs, it in no way detracts 
from .the ‘‘class work’’ idea, which is 
the predominant’ feature of association 
physical work: In other words, there is 
searcely One man in every twenty-five 
examined who is not put in one of the 
various classes. His special work but 
supplements the class work. 

The work is divided into three grades— 
elementary, intermediate and advanced. 
The beginner has always a good sized 
squad in which to work. CJjasses are 
held for business and professional men 
(twenty-five years and over) Monday and 
Friday, 5:15 to 6 p.m. The work here is 
directed mainly to the trunk or middle 
third of the body—that vital portion of 
the body so sadly neglected by the aver.

When Jesus was here the “common 
people heard him gladly,” and they are 
ready to hear him again. A _ wise 
teacher cannot afford, and does not 
wish, to disregard this demand for the 
simple words of life: Indeed, he wel- 
comes the wholesome and tonic atmos- 
phere that is produced by the great 
popular demand. If the air is electric 
with demands for simple ‘truth, the 
preachers’ sentences should snap. 

In answer to this call there will come 
a clarified teaching that will tone down 
denominational differences and soften 
The differences of 
denominational creeds have not sprung 
from different interpretations of the 
words of Jesus, but from ‘hair-splitting 
over matters which Jesus regarded as 
sufficiently unimportant to warrant His 
silence. Who ever heard of a man 


tried for heresy because he did not be- 


lieve what Jesus said? 
Proportionately, too great emphasis 
has been laid upon words of some scrip- 
ture writers who had not the gift of 
lucidity of statement as Jesus had it. 
Theological teachers have too often fat- 
tened on the philosophic statements 
that are “hard to be understood,” while

their hearers have starved for lack of 
the bread of life. 

It has been repeatedly affirmed, and, 
I beliéve, never successfully contradict- 
ed, that the Apostle Paul has had a 
hundred times as much to do with 
shaping the creeds of Christendom as 
Jesus himself has had. The Apostle 
was a great philosopher and probably 
the greatest Christian the world has 
seen, but if the above statement is true, 
he has still had an influence too great 
when measured by the matchless doc- 
trines of his Master. 

I believe that the resolute determina- 
tion to get back to the simple teaching 
of Jesus will result in making religion 
intelligible to many who are befogged, 
and will, at the same time, promote 
quiet godliness. 

Fortunately for us, this demand for 
the essentials, the simple words of 
Jesus, can better be met today than 
ever before, and for this reason: Dur- 
ing the past generation there has been 
deeper and more painstaking research 
by scholars than ever. As many man- 
uscripts, tablets, etc., bearing on the 
Bible, were found during the last half 
century as had-been found before dur- 
ing the Christian era. Not only that, 
but all the manuscripts have been ex- 
amined by scholars who were better 
qualified for their task than those who 
went before them. These scholars have 
carried a temper into their work, too, 
that, while giving us at times uneasi- 
ness, has resulted at last in increasing 
our confidence in the “Words of Life.”

question, have, on the one hand, les- 
sened the authority of priests and coun- 
cils, they have, on the other hand, givén 
a firmer grasp on the great funda- 
mentals of truth, righteousness and 
godliness ; they have brought the words 
of Jesus to the world’s attention as 
never before, and this is a wholesome 
result. 

It seems that the time, then, is ripe 
to take the discourses of Jesus and dis- 
play the connected and symmetrical 
system of truth which he taught. It is 
believed that a series of sermons, hon- 
estly conceived, that will extend for 
about one year, will, notwithstanding 
their imperfection, at least contribute 
to the end desired in answering the 
question, “What Is Christianity as 
Christ Taught It?” 

In order to know this it will be nec- 
essary to know the circumstances un- 
der which Jesus spoke and the local 
color of His words, and then, also, to 
translate as far as possible those words 
into modern speech, and apply them to 
modern conditions. 

Jesus touched life at practically every 
point and his teaching is correspond- 
ingly broad. He dealt, not only with 
matters commonly recognized as relig- 
ious, but also with those regarded as 
outside the sphere of piety. 

This study will deal with the great 
fundamentals of Christianity, the 
Royal Law and How to use it, Moral 
Standards of Christ contrasted with 
Standards of Judaism, Prominent Fea- 
tures of the Kingdom of God, etc. 
These will embrace such subjects for 
sermons as: What Jesus taught about 
God; what He taught about man; what 
He taught about Woman; what He 


taught about nature, about life, about 
death, about sin, about the devil, about 
heaven, about hell, about rites and cer- 
emonies, about the Sabbath; what wor- 
ship is; what prayer is; temperance, 
judging others, sympathy, forgiving in- 
juries, rights of labor and capital, hold- 
ing property, socialism, etc. 

This short list will give an idea of the 
character of the task that I set before 
myself, but is not intended to give a 
complete list of subjects that I shall 
treat, it being thought best to leave 
some latitude for choice in the selec- 
tion of themes as the work progresses. 

It is next to impossible to treat the 
teachings of Jesus without treating 
more or less fully His life and times. 
What He taught was in large measure 
the result, not of philosophic thought, 
but of His practical experience. He 
first incarnated Truth and then pro- 
claimed it. 

Our study, then, ought to be helpful 
not only in bringing out clearly the 
teaching of the Matchless Teacher, but 
also in refreshing our minds with the 
incidents in the Life of Lives. 

These sermons will be preached 
from week to week from the Trinity 
pulpit to my own congregation, where 
I trust that real good will be done, but 
in addition to this they will be publish- 
ed in both The Daily and Weekly of 
The Atlanta Constitution, which have 
a combined circulation of 185,000. In 
this way perhaps even larger good will 
be accomplished. The pulpit is a great 
factor in our modern civilization but 
the newspaper goes each week to mil- 
lions of readers that are denied church 
privileges. To speak to the hundreds 
of thousands of readers of this great 
southern newspaper every week for a 
year is at once a great opportunity and 
a great responsibility. It is my sincere 
desire to discharge my task in a man- 
ner that will be acceptable to my Mas- 
ter, and conducive to the furthérance 
of His cause.

tions of a Parisian or Viennese 
modiste from the somewhat crude and 
unsatisfactory results achieved by 
even those of the highest rank in this 
country? 

However, it is an incontestable, if 
humiliating, fact that Paris and Vien- 
na set the standard for the term “art” 
in all that pertains to fine and correct 
raiment. The Viennese and Parisian 
designers supply model gowns that 
are sent as object lessons the world 
over, and are, so to speak, at the root 
of all accepted fashions. Let the 
branches spread out in whatever direc- 
tion they will, let the blossoms and 


fruit be what they may, the Old 
World art of these two centers is the 
parent tree. 

Two more than ordinarily exquisite 
frocks have recently arrived in New 
York—one from Paris the other from 
Vienna—which have aroused more 
than a little interest among the arbi- 
trators of fashion. Each in its way is 
representative of the highest standard 
of Old World art culture brought 
into the construction of the modern 
vown. 

The Paris model follows the French 
idea of: contour and line. “Drawing” 
it is termed in studio parlance. An 
elegant princess undergown of white 
liberty silk, completed by a ruche 


ruffle and lace insertion, falls from the 
figure in graceful folds. This white! 
gown is covered by an over frock of! 
embroidered black net showing 
traceries of leaves and flowers, and 
the whole is hung with myriads of sil- 
ver pendants, and is finished by a 
chiffon ruching embroidered § and 
spangled. 

The white silk yoke is also em- 
broidered and spangled, and closes at 
the neck with a soft lace collar. White 
silk undersleeves reach to the elbow, 
where they fall into white chiffon ruf- 
fles. A slit in the sleeve serves for a 
pleated cascade of black accordion 
chiffon, caught with a puff, a lace band 


and a lace ruffle at the wrist. A belt 


of pleated white silk closes the tight- 
fitting corsage and completes an ideal 
creation of fhe artist modiste. 

The fall of the train shows a mas- 
ter eye in the effective manipulation of 
the folds. The curve and dip of the 
sleeve are exquisitely artistic. The 
“drawing” of the costume as a whole 
is absolutely flawless, while the com- 
bination of black and white, with the 
silver gray of the pendants and the 
dream of the chiffon, is charmingly 
contrived. 

The Vienna mode! is more’ elabor- 
ate, but equally effective. The gown 
is constructed of pale purple, or, more 
correctly speaking, of the new p!1m- 
tinted crepe de chine, trimmed with 


insertions of cluny lace dyed to match 
the color of the crepe. 

The construction of the frock is 
most carefully adjusted ’and well bal- 
anced in spite of what might be called 
a preponderance of furbelows. The 
skirt is finished by a wide hemstitch- 
ed border, the train falling in heavy, 
unbroken folds interspersed with 
lengths of lace insertion. The front 
panel is a series of alternate horizontal 
tucks and insertions reaching to the 
knees, where the horizontal effect is 
broken by straight lines of lengthwise 
tucking reaching to the ground. 

The waist is a French blouse with 
a pretty lace collarette and a _ turn- 
over of lace. The yoke combines a 


full pelerine effect with a finish of 
handsome silk fringe, under which 
fall the full sleeves with their long 
lace cuff and bell finish. The crepe 
belt is tucked and carefully shaped 
so as to form a sort of hip yoke. 

A picture hat dented, curved, flared 
and tilted was displayed as a necessary 
adjunct to the costume. It 1s- of 
crumpled, plum-tinted silk, with 
drooping btinches of ostrich plumes. 

Both of these Old World art gowns 
are object lessons in the art of selec- 
tion. Surely these Old World art 
modistes are blessed with that rarest 
gift of the gods — discrimination.

ALKING through the slum 
district of New York, 
which is said to be at least 
as bad as any other in the 

United States, a Londoner can only 
open his eyes wide with amazement 


and ask: 

“Where is the poverty? Surely, you 
don’t call these people poor? In Lon- 
don they wotld be considered fairly 
well-to-do.” 

Only One Point of Resemblance. 

There is tio point of resetmblance 
between the poot quarters of London 
and New York except that both are 
located in the eastern part of the city. 
In London “the East Enid” is synony- 
mous with poverty—hopeless, grind- 
ing, squalid potty f In New York 
most of the poor live on “the East 
Side,” but it is by no means a rule 
that East Siders are poor, as East 
Enders always are. The average Fast 
Sider, who thinks he has a struggle fo 
keep the wolf from the door, would 
be anti object of oy in the East End. 
Yet the sltims of New York are said 
to be worse than those of Chicago, 
Philadelphia and other American 
cities; while the slums of London, 
though they horrify American visitors, 
are not so bad as those of such pro- 
vincial cities as Edinburgh, Glasgow, 
Newcastle, Leeds, Dublin and Liver- 
pool. 

The overetowding in the tenements 
on the East Side is often made the 
subject of complaint, and certainly it 
is deplorable. But it is nothing when 
compafed with the herding together 
of families in the marrow, filthy al- 
leys and courts of London's slums. 
A poot family does not have a tene- 
merit to live in over thefe. It has 
one small room—sometimes only part 
of that room. 

The Taking in of Lodgers Made 
Trouble. 


Canon Barrett, the Warden: of 
Toynbee Hall settlement, used to tell 
a story of five families whom he 
knew. They lived together in a large 
attic over a warehouse in White- 
chapel. Four of the families had a 
corner each, and the fifth family lived 
in the middle. Flimsy partitions of 
calico and newspapers provided a cer- 
tain amount of privacy. They dwelt 
together amicably for some. months, 
until the family in the middle began to 
take in lodgers. Then there was 
trouble. 

A man would not be counted really 
poor in London if the total earnings 
of himself and his family were as 
much as $3 or $4 a week. 
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In New York, at the present time. 
the average poor family on the Fast 
Side can easily earn from $10 to $15 


a week if the father and two or three!

of the children work. 
would be in hard luck. 

The family with £3 a week ($15) 
in London would not be poor at all. 
It would belong to the comfortable 
middle classes and “live in Easy 
street.” 

“But,” an American may object, 
“what about the difference in the cost 
When you take that into 
account you will find that we are not 
stich lucky people as you think.” 

There is a difference, of course, but 
it is not nearly so great as most peo- 

le suppose. It does not correspond 
by any means to the difference in 
wages. I have made a careful com- 
parison of the principal items of ex- 
penditure in a poor family—rent, food, 
clothing, car or railroad fares, doc- 
tor’s fees, etc.—-and the figures show 
that in New York the cost is from 
one and a half times to twice as much 
as in London. Wages, on an average, 
are nearly four times. as high, and em- 
ployment is infinitely easier to ob- 
tain. 


“The Law of Elevenpence Ha’ Penny.’ 


Sir Walter Besant, who knew the 
East End of London as well as any 
man, wrote in “The Children of 
Gibeon” about “the law of eleven- 
pence ha’ penny.” No girlfor woman 
in London, he contended, could earn 
more than that sum (23 cents) per day 
by working in a factory, or by sewing 
at hotne, or by such unskilled work as 
thaking match-boxes afid artificial 
flowers. Elevenpence ha’ penny, in 
his judgment, was the maximum earn- 
ed by the cleverest and qtickest work- 
ers; the rank and file fell far below it. 

The East Side girl would scorn any 
job that only brought her in $1.38 a 
week. A yoting, inexperienced girl 
can go into a New York factory ard 
get $4 or $6 at once as a “beginner.” 
When she is experienced she will earn 
$8 or $10. If-she earned $10 in Lon- 
don she would be living in her own 
rooms, going to the theatres and the 
restaurants, and leading the life of a 
bachelor girl of the middle class. 

Girls seem to be paid less in stores 
than in factories all the world over. 
A “cash girl” in a New York depart- 
ment store gets $3, $4 or $5 a week. 
In a London shop she gets $1, $1.25 
or $1.50, and there are dozens of ap- 


, 


plicants for every vacancy. 
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Afi unskilled laborer in London 
earns at the most£iI a week ($5), and 
his ernployment is casual, Often he 
gets a job for a couple of days, and 
then is out of work for a couple of 
weeks. Matty a laborer works regut- 
larly all the year around, all his life 
long, for $3 or $4 a week, and thinks 
himself lucky in having a permanent 
job. The New York laborer who only 
got $10 a week would think himself 
unfortunate. 

And so the contrast might be made 
through every avenue of employment, 
always greatly to the advantage of 
America. london is selected for this 
contrast because it is more prosperous 
than most of the big cities of the Old 
World. The condition of the poor is 
worse in Paris, in St. Petersburg, in 
Berling in Rome, in Naples; while, if

Sullivan, Elizabeth and Prince, a 
Londoner finds it impossible to pity 
the dwellers in the tenemetits. They 
are laughitig and joking. The young- 
sters are romping and playing in the 
streets. Their mothers are sitting on 
the “stoops” chatting merfily about 
the day’s events. The men are loung- 
ing outside the carner saloon, smoking 
pipes or cigars, and telling one an- 
other about their bets on the latest 
big slugging match. Everybody is 
having a good time. They look well- 
fed, happy, smiling and fairly well 
clad. 

You could not see such people in the 
slums of London. There they would 
be pale-faced, tired out, consumptive 


or Scrofulous, wéak from irfistfficient 
food, and embittered by much suffer- 
ing. The vety children of the East 
End cannot laugh or play. All the 
life and spirit have been crushed out 
of them, almost from infancy, by mak- 
ing match-boxes of. sewing shirts in 
dirty, stuffy attics from dawn to dusk. 

The East End woman has no heart 
for gossiping in the streets. She stays 
in her miserable room, wondering how 
she can make a meal for her family 
out of half a loaf of stale bread, a pot 
of weak tea, and a couple of dried-her- 
rings. Perhaps her husband inter- 
rupts her melancholy meditations by 
coming home devin knocking her 
down, kicking her on the head, and 
taking away the few pence she had 
saved for the meal. Then he goes out 
for more beer, and leaves her to tell 
the hungry children that there will be 


no supper. 

This is a common incident in the 
lives of thousands of families in Lon- 
don, as everybody who has lived in 
the East End knows. It may occur 
flow and then on the East Side, but it 
is not common. Very few families in 
New York do not, at the least, always 
have enough to eat. 

There is no truer picture of East 
End life than Kipling’s story, “The 
Record of Badalia Herodsfoot.” Ba- 
dalia is a slum dweller of great force 
of chatacter who becomes almoner of 
the various charities working in her 
own locality, Gunnison street. When 
people object that she may “pau- 
perize” her neighbors, she retorts: 

“You can't pauperize them as ‘asn't 
things to begin with. They’re bloomin’ 
well pauped. The women they can't 
shif’ for themselves—'specially bein’ 
always confined. “Ow should they? 
They wants things if they can get ‘em 
anyways. If not they dies, and a good 
job, too, for women is cruel put upon 
in Gunnison street.”

The old hag 
who steals the custards and jellies 
sent for hér dying daughter; the hus- 
band who has to be forcibly festrain- 
ed from taking the beef tea made for 
his sick wife; the mafi who is “swine 
drunk whén ’e ain't mad drtink;” the 
poor wothen who arte “allus ‘avin’ 
-ids’—and it’s “sixpence fort beef-tea 
for the baby, an’ a shillin’ for layin’ 
out the baby;” the Sister of Mercy 
who may i killed any day by “any 
one of a i cusand drunken men”—all 
are painted from the life. Anybody who 
lives in the E:ast End is bound to meet 
hundreds like them. . 

Compare with this brutal, squalid 
picture Mr. Townsend’s sketch of the 
Bowery in “The Daughter of the 
Tenements.”

“The broad, clean thoroughfare was 
alive with the cars of a dozen strface 
lines; thunderous as an island beach 
with the roar of the elevated trains, 
the roar picked out here and there 
with the shrill piping of mtsseum or 
concert hall orchestras; it flashed with 
the added lights from in front of half 
a score of theatres—from a hundred 
saloons; was sombred it spots by the 
dark fronts of massive bank buildifigs; 
and everywhere made lively and alert 
by the scurrying games of thousands 
of children, whose parents, contented 
shopkeepers, weré enjoying their first 
sidewalk festival of the year.” 

There you have the broad, clear 
contrast. In London the slum dwel- 
ler's life is one of unrelieved degrada 
tion, misery, squalor, hunger, crime. 
In New York those evil features are 
to be met with, of course, but they are 
comparatively rare. The East Sider’s 
life, speaking generally, is full of 
color, fun, gaiety and hard, hopeful 
work. 

That is the great difference—hope 
The New York slum dweller has ener- 
gy and ambition. He is working for 
something; he is not going to remain 
where he is. All around him he sées 
how his kin and his class have risen. 
They stafted as newspaper boys and 
laborets, and became police captains, 
saloon keepeéts, political leaders, own- 
ers of tenement houses, proprietors of 
delicatessen shops and cheap cloth- 
ing stores. Those were ordinary suc- 
cesses, to which any man of. decent 
ability and perseverance may aspire. 
The exceptional men may become 
merchant princes, Senators and the 
like. But whether the possible suc- 
cess be great or small, the door oi 
hope is not shut to any child of the 
East Side. 

Hopelessness of Old World Slum 
Dwellers. 

It is different in London and other 
British cities, and still more so in the 
cities of the Continent. 
slum dwellers out of a hundred remain 
all their lives in the squalid poverty in 
which they were born. It is harder to 
rise there than it is in America, and 
they live in an environment which is 
devoid of energy and hope.

The King 1s 
allowed an unlimited number of these 
lozenge-shape faced, black-lipped wo- 
men, but despite the extravagance 
permitted him in his marital relations, 
he cannot do his own wooing, for all 
that he is a King. 

When he sees or hears of a beauti- 
ful girl who arouses his interest, he 
sends a messenger to beg to be allow- 
ed to conduct her to the royal palace 
that she may be schooled and trained 
and then installed as a Nang-ham. 
Often parents, thinking it would be a 
social advancement as well as a pow- 
erful alliance to have the King for a 
son-in-law, themselves offer their 
handsomest daughter for this purpose. 
This is the usual way in which the 
King is supplie4 with these flesh-and- 
blood gifts. Lords and nobles also 
present their daughters when quite 
young for conciliatory reasons. The 
present monarch, however, has given 
only a small minority of these “for- 
bidden ladies” any preferment. He 
usually makes them maids of honor, 
and gives them the privilege of leav- 
ing the palace whenever they wish. 

The Queen must be selected from 
the highest rank that can be found in 
Siam. She is not certain of her pro- 
motion as queen until she has lived 
with the King and gained his favor.

Some ludicrous attires were seen, 
since many of these New World peo- 
ple had not returned to their country 
for years.

OLD-FASHIONED PEACH PRESERVES 


OR dessert or an afternoon tea; a time and lay them on a dish to cool. 


there is nothing better in the | 


way of sweetmeats than pre- 
served peaches. Select peaches 


of the dark variety, such as 
Crawfords, - or the Georgia Al- 
berta peach, and do not have them too 
ripe. Brush the fuzz from each peach 
catefullv, weigh a pound of sugar to 
every pound of fruit. Peel the peaches 
very thin with a sharp, thin-bladed 
knife, put the peels in a preserving 
kettle with enough water to cover 
them, let them simmer gently till 
quite tetider, then drain them through 
a colatider. Return the water to the 
kettle, stand it over the fire and add 
the sugar. If there is not enough wa- 
ter to keep the stigar from sticking to 
the bottom of the kettle, add a little. 
Let the stigar boil until it is a light 
syrtip, skim it almost constantly till 
all scum is removed and it is per- 
fectly clear, then add the peaches a 
few at a time, and let them boil gently 
till thev look semi-transparent and 


‘inav be easily pierced with a broom 
jspiint, then careiuily lift them one at 


Repeat this process till all the 
peaches are cooked, then put them in 
stone crocks or in glass jars. Let 
the syrup boil briskly till quite thick, 
then pour it over the peaches and seal 


}the jars. Preserved after these direc- 


tions peaches will keep for years. 


Brandy Peaches. 

Prepare the peaches as described for 
preserving, only use 4% of a pound of 
“oor to a pound of peaches. 

Measure a quart of brandy for each 
quart of syrup, and let the syrup boil 
down very thick. While the peaches 
are still hot, lay them into the cold 
brandy. While they are quite cool, lift 
them from the brandy, put them in 
jars and then strain the syrup hot 
through a fine sieve into the brandy 
and pour the mixture over the peaches 
and seal the jars.
